sugar for speculation may be glad 
to put their product on the market. 
The use of syrup as a substitute for 
sugar in sweetening the berries has 
been suggested by the Sales Com 
pany, who are distributing receive 
telling how to handle them in that 
way. 
One of the advantages of the past 


season has been the fact that there 
are practically no 
water 
soaked 


berries, and thru this fact they will 
keep better than they have at times 
in the past. Years when frosts are 
frequent and it is necessary to flood 
regularly the berries often become

part of it, everything worked lo perfection, and 
tho u'ew was ns enthusiastic over the performance 
of the machinery as Is the depiutmont proud In 
in possession of such an etllclenl droadnmight. 


1 vVhen we entered Into contract for tho ma- 


chinery wo stipulated thnt, In addition to being 
capable of developing the maximum power, slip 
should also give an economy at cruising speed 
very much superior to that obtainable with the Hir- 
bine Installations previously used.

A good 
many military men predicted that n 
National Guard organization would 
never again be formed, but events of 
the last two or three months show 
thnt those predictions were wild of 
the mark. Congress showed its friend- 
ship for the National Guard idea by 
making adequate financial provision 
for the reorganization of the guard. 


Practically every stiilo governor hns 


also taken an Interest "in restoring Uie 
organization, and as n roBiill the mil- 
itary division of the war department 
Is no« able to report thnt Iho vvoik 
of forming guard units is milking 
good progress In every state1, By the 
end of Ibis fiscal voar, It Is predicted, 
the organization will be bade practi- 
cally where R wns when the United 
States entered the war. 


The federal government, under Ihe 


new system expects to retain a (Inn 
hold on thu National Guard, but at 
the sumo time tho fullest co-operation 
of the stales Is sought.

1 plan, the division of mlltllii af- 


fairs says, It was recogiilsieiJ that Iho

It will come about in this way: In Washington, 
instead of the issue going to a strike, 
it has been taken to the courts by the 
police union. 
The union hns asked 


for an Injunction preventing the com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia 
from carrying out their orders that 
any member of the force found to be- 
long to a union affiliated with a labor 
organisation would be discharged, on 
the ground that their right to organize 
in Illegally interfered with.

"Flu" Is Coming Back This Year, 


Warning of Surgeon General 


"Will the 'flu' come bock this year?" 
This question, being asked by thousands of scientists'and millions of 


laymen, is discussed by Surgeon General Blue of the public health service 
in on official bulletin, in which it is said that the plague probably will re- 
appear but not be as severe as last winter. 


"Probably, but by no moans certainly, there will be a recurrence of 


the influemsi epidemic this year," says General Blue. 


"Indications are that, should it occur, it will not be as severe as the 


pandemic of the previous winter. City officials, state and city boards of 
health'should be prepared for a recurrence. 
The fact that a previous 


attack brings immunity in a certain percentage of cases should allay fear 
on the part of those afllicted in lafct year's epidemic. 


"Influenza is spread by direct und indirect contact. It is not yet cer- 


tain that tho germ has been isolated or discovered, and there is yet no 
positive preventive, except the enforcement of rigid rules of sanitation 
and the avoidance of personal contact. 


"Wo may expect at least local recurrences in the near future, with an 


increase over the normal mortality from pneumonia for perhaps several 
yoars, and certainly wo should be, as far as possible, prepared to meet 
Uiom by previous organisation of foicos and ineamires for attempted pie- 
vention, treatment and scientific investigation. 


"There should bo no repetition of the extensive suffering and distress 


which accompanied last year's pandemic. 
The most promising way is 


'preparedness.' And now is the time to prepare. 


"No mention has been made of n cure. So far as the most careful 


scientific investigations have been able to determine, none has been dis- 
covered, and suggested remedies winch gave most encouragement are even 
now in their experimental slage. 
' 


"Evidence collected during last winter's pandemic pwnts strongly to 


infected eating and drinking utensils, especially in places whcie food and 
drink are sold to the public, us being ono of the modes of transmission of 
this disciise."

of Familiar Diving Bell 


It Is said that the diving bell was 


Invented by the spider; nt lunsl, that 
it wns usMl by that Insect long before 
hydraulic engineers made one for the 
snmn purpose. 


Tho diving hell Is a eup-ahiiped body, 


with an open end that is lot Into tho 
water. 
The nlr is caught in the bell 


and keeps tho water from rising be- 
yond a certain level at any specified 
depth, pcnnlttlng anyone Inside to 
breathe. 


Tho improvement of tho diving bell 


known as the caisson Is a huge pipe 
which has compartments, Into which 
nlr Is pumped fiom above. Tho spi- 
der's bell Is illletl more in this manner 
than In any other. 


The spider's abdomen is so made 


that a bubble of air can be caught mi- 
dorneath it and curried Into its sti'uc- 
hlrc, 
In this little water hou.se the 


spider spends tho winter and roars Its 
young.

A groat many moil who have rushed

certain 


business enterprises during the last two years have 
been disagreeably awakened to the fact Unit the ap- 
parent profits of the business are u veritable mirage. 
A great many failed to take into consideration the en- 
ormous Income and excess prolit taxes imposed by the 
war where the percentage of earnings on the invest- 
ment was large. 
Sometimes these taxes, were as high 


as threo-Courths of the entire profits. 
A large num- 


ber of these forgoing concerns, some oC which have 
been in business for years, declared large dividends 


' and paid the same to their stockholders, then sud- 


denly discovered that the government was demanding 
a largo portion of the earnings in the form of taxes on 
Income, ou excess profits, and they would have to go 
out anil either borrow the money or ask for a voluntary 
repayment from 'tlio stockholders. 
Therefore, when a 


large number in street corner gossip and 
elsewhere 


state that there is so much margin above the raw ma- 
terial and the labor cost, it is a good two to one bet 
that they fail to take in anywhere near a proper over- 
head expense charge and are certain to leave out al- 
most entirely the fact that the government is reaching 
after and is getting n, large portion of the apparent 
profits. 
If you don't believe it. just talk it over con- 


fidentially with any business man that you 
are 
ac- 


quainted with who is iu any largo business where there 
is an apparently good profit in the business. 
We are 


not saying that business generally is not profitable, be- 
cause it is, but we are saying a great many business 
mon have been rudely surprised by the fact that Uncle 
Sam is taking such a substantial portion of what he 
thought would go to private pockets in the way o£ pro- 
lits. 
Those facts simply show that before arriving at 


any judgment conqcruing .business conditions, labor, 
etc., 
tho whole matter lias to be studied carefully. 
The 


information has got to be put on the table, that a rea- 
sonable and fair adjustment may be made. 
Action on 


huphazzard guess work Is almost certain to fail. 
C^re- 


ful conscientious investigation and a desire to do the 
right thing I'or all concerned seldom creates turmoil 
but usually gets to the right result and keeps the wheels 
of business in motion, labor properly paid and every 
reasonable person reasonably satisfied.

The mill owners all over the country are building com 


munlty houses and club houses, places where :the^e 
can congregate and spend a part of their leisure''time 
and according to their tell the money is well spent 
They sort of take the place of the.,saloon where the men 
formerly congregated and got their skin full of booze 
which befuddled their brains and made them susceptible 
to accidents and the wiles of agitators, broke down -the! 
health and impoverished their families. 
Why, a- man 


with three or four shots in the arm'has been known to 
have sand enough to walk right up to the boss and tel 
him just what he thought of him, a thing that he would 
never have risked when perfectly sober, and they did 
other things equally risky and indecent when carrying 
more of a deckload than they could comfortably get away 
with. 


We believe in building club houses also, and giving 


the men a place where they can play dominoes with one 
another and engage in other harmless passtimes of-tha* 
sort when the weather is bad and it is unpleasant to be 
out in the open, but the average man who works indoors 
al day would much rather get out onto the water and 
catch a few fish than to sit in the house and play sevenup 
with his neighbor. 
His mature craves for some out 


door passtime such as hunting or fishing, and many i 
man who might in time become decidely discontented 
with bis lot would be entirely satisfied with his location 
could he know that after his day's work was done it 
would be possible for him to get out into the open and 
commune with nature to the extent of catching enough 
fish for a meal. 
It would not only be easier to get good 


men, 
but it would be easier to hold them after they 


were secured if there were some natural advantages ot 
this sort. 


For this reason we claim that it is not on account of 


the law altogether that he mill men should put fishways 
in their dams. 
They could prove what good fellows the}' 


are and be looking out for their own interests at th,e 
same time, and this latter proposition surely ought to 
appeal to them with considerable strength. ' The cost 
would be so small that this part of It would not amount 
to anything.

METRIC SYSTEM OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The World Trade Club has taken the task upon itself 


to try to change the system of weights and measures in 
this country from the present cumbersome plan of pints 
and quarts, ounces and pounds, and inches and feet, to 
the metric system of meters, liters and grams, and have 
it figured in tens and hundreds instead of the present 
plan. 


Any youngster that manages to wiggle his way thru 


school at some time learns the metric system and is able 
to rattle off tho different tables that he is compelled to 
learn with great ease and rapidity. 
In fact, there was 


nothing much to learn, and it could all be done in a 
few minutes, and as they never had any further use for 
the system it is safe to say that a majority of the kids 
forget the whole business about as quick at it took them 
to learn it. The chances are that it was so simple that 
they never thought it was worth remembering, and as 
as a matter of fact, in view of the conditions and cir- 
cumstances, it was not worth putting much time in on. 


However, the metric system has a whole lot of advan- 


tages that may not be recognized at a glance, especially 
by those who have never had the matter called to their 
mind. For instance: At the present time we have three 
system of weights in common use, averdupois, apothecary 
and troy. A man buying chemicals of any kind in quan- 
tities buys them by averdupois weight of 437% grains 
to the ounce, and when, he comes to mix the chemicals 
his formulas call for apothecary ounces of 480 grains. 
Of course there is nothing particularly startling about 
this, but it is rather a queer condition of affairs, and 
certainly not the plain one would adopt unless he were a 
man who delighted in having things as complicated as 
possible. 
This is only one of the many instances where 


our present system is complicated and obscure. 
There 


are many more that might be enumerated without any 
difficulty. 


Residents of the United States think that the English 


system of pence, shillings and pounds is quite a joke 
and that It' would only be tolerated by a nation that is 
several hundred years behind the times and too stubborn 
and stiff-necked to ajflopt a. good thing when they see it, 
but we do not realiie, while making fun of them, that 
our system of weignts and measures is just as obscure 
and cumbersome as their plan of currency figuring. 


To illustrate some of the complications of our present 


system oE measurement it might be stated, that there are 
taught in the schools now in his counry and England 
following units: league, statute mile, nautical mile or 
knot, furlong, engineer's chain, surveyor's chain, rod 
pols, perch, yard, foot, engineer's link, span, surveyor's 
link, hand, inch, line, and a whole lot more' that we do 
not happen to call to mind at the present moment. At 
one time we learned all of these tables and knew the 
respective value of the differt units, but we are 'willing 
to admit that a great many of them passed out of our 
mind years ago, and we must- admit that we have hardly 
noticed the loss. 


In tlie metric system there are the meter, about ten 


per cent longer than the yard, and its decimal derivatives 
all evaluated at a glance by a shift of the decimal point 
the same as in our currency system. 


For the dry measure of volume, we now have, to make 


our confusion complete, pints, quarts, pecks, bushels, 
barrels, quarters and chaldrons. Moreover,, our bushels, 
altho nominally the same, actually vary according to the 
commodity measured, there being-some twenty differt 
sorts of bushels by the laws of America, from a bushel 
of bran weighing 20 pounds to a bushel of fine salt 
weighing 1-.. 
Add to this joy the recollection that 


there is a difference of about 8 per cent between the 
British and American bushels, pecks, quarts, etc.,and we 
attain the h'appy result that none can say precisely what 
are so many that there is just cause for desire to change 


It would take a whole book to enumerate all the dis- 


advantages of our present system of weights and meas- 
ures, so that it is impossible to do it all here, but they 
are so many that thert is just cause for a desire to change 
to the more simplified' metric system, even tho. the change 
might mean a certain amount of work and confusion 
for a short time.

A manufacturing 


friend lately showed me his books 
for the past year 
He increased 


wages per man 50 per cent, and in- 
creased the number of workers 20 
per cent, and yet his total output fell 
down 15 per cent. 
When a man gets 


a dollar a day he thinks he is under 
obligation to earn the dollar, 
but 


when he gets a dollar an hour, he 
thinks the world owes him a living." 


This kind of an argument can be 


heard eighteen hours a day the year 
around on every street car, in every 
hotel lobby in the United States, and 
wherever and whenever two or more 
persons converse for five minutes. 
The problem is beginning to demand 
almost as much attention as that of 
the relative merits of different pic- 
ture shows.

direct attempts to induce overpro- 
duction of farm corps. 
The various 
land-settlement schemes are largely

Having seen how the ship Is propelled, and con- 


ti-nllod we are naturally curious to see the source 
from which the tremendous energy comes.

The electrical current is led through copper 


rabies to a control station where it Is distributed 
nml passed on to four big motors. 
Each of the 


four motors turns a propeller and thus the ship 
is driven through the water. 


The current which the ,two turbo-generators 


produce is used entlrelj in) the actual propulsion 
of the vessel. The New Mexico must have addi- 
tional electrical energy with which to operate 
scores of auxiliary apparatus. 


For instance, electric motors operate the 12- 


inch and 14-inch guns, blowers which supply the 
ventilation of the ship, electric fans, telephones. 
neuters pumps, refrigerating machinery, wireless 
apparatus, 
kitchen appliances, 
laundry 
equip- 


ment, etc., to say nothing of the lighting system. 
Motor-driven machinery also operates the boat 
cranes and the anchor windlass. There are scores 
or storage batteries which I stand ready to keep 
the electric lights going' shibuld the main lighting 
system fall. It has been estimated that there are 
aboard the New Mexico no less than 50 electric 
motors. 
"Where does the current come from to operate 


tiiem?" we ask. 
It comes from six 'a«x:Iiary 


turbo-generator sets and we find two of them well 
tip toward the bow of the vessel, still on the same 
level as the boiler room from which we have Just 
emerged. 
This turbo-generator, and the others 


similar to It, are responsible for the wonderful 
applications of electricity which we will make the 
acquaintance or as we go upward through the 
New Mexico. 
There are four separate 
decks 


between the bottom of the ship and the main 
deck. 
All the baking Is done electrically—electric 


motors operate the dough mixers, and dough 
kneaders, while the loaves are baked in electrical- 
ly heated ovens. Next we visit the electric laun- 
dry with its many ingenious machines electrically 
driven. 
Electricity also plays Its part in other 


places, such as the crew's library, reuuing room 
aud recreation quarters; the barber shop; the 
sick bay, with its up-to-date operating room; Capt. 
A. L. Willard's quarters, the officers' wardrooms, 
etc. 


The New Mexico .ias 12 14-inch guns and 


many of smaller caliber, including a battery of 
anfi-rfircralt guns. The larger caliber guns, three 
In each of four turrets, are operated by electric- 
ity. The turrets are revolved and the guns ele- 
vated by electric motors. 
Ammunition hoists run 


electrically and there are electric gun loaders, 
while even the big guns are firt-d by electrical 
means, but the smaller caliber guns are generally 
oprated by hand.

In examining Into the control of these great 


batteries of destruction, we come to one of the 
most interesting spots on the ship—the conning 
tower. 
Navy regulations designed to withhold 


important (natters of military design, forbid us 
from obtaining a picture of the conning tower. 
But. 
it is permissible to describe it briefly. 
The 


conniftg tower is a well-shaped shaft extending 
perpendicularly through the ship from top to bot- 
tom with ladders running up and down the sides 
and convenient methods of transmitting instruc- 
tions by means of indicators and telephones. Dur- 
"ing an action the vessel's commanding officer 
usually stations himself in this tower which is 
also known as one of several fire-control stations 
and transmits instructions. 


Up on one of tlie masts we encounter one of 


the big "eyes" of the ship—an electrical eye which 
can see for miles in inky darkness. 
The current 


for the operation of the searchlight comes from 
one of the turbo-generators heretofore described. 


Is the electrical propulsion of marine vessels 


opening up an entirely new era of scientific ad- 
vancement and will the day come when the seven 
.=e,,s will be dotted with electric ships? So far as 
our own navy is concerned. Secretary Daniels 
expressed the essence of the 'den when he said : 


"I tJhlnk this country has cause to be proud of 


this achievement in engineering, not alone because 
of 'the pronounced success in this particular In- 
stance (referring to the New Mexico), but because 
of the assurance It gives us of the superiority of 
our capital ships to those of foreign countries." 


"The New Mexico is the first and only dread- 


naught of any nation to have electrically operated 
propelling machinery," continued Secretary- Dan- 
els 
"On this account she has been an object of 


surpassing interest to the officers of our own navy 
and to those of foreign navies as well, and to 
electrical engineers in general. 


"The result was satisfactory from every point 


of view and confirmed the judgment of all who 
were iu any way concerned in its design and adop- 
tion There was not the slightest mishap with anj 
nnrt of it everything worked to perfection, and 
the crew was as enthusiastic over the performance 
of the machinery as is the department proud In 


' the possession of such an efficient dreadnaught. 


"When we entered into contract for the ma- 


chinery we stipulated that, in addition to being 
canable of developing the maximum power, she 
should also give an economy nt cruising speed 
verv mnch superior to that obtainable with the tur 
blne installations previously used. This stringent 
requirement was also met. 
As a matter of fact 


the New Mexico will_steam at ten knots on less 
fuel than the best turbine-driven ship that pre- 
ceded her." 
Anyway, electrical engineers are now turning 


their attention to the adoption of similar princi- 
ples to the driving of merchant ships and to large 
passenger vessels.

Reorganization I* on the Regular Anny 


Basil, and Trained and 
Experi- 


enced Instructors Will Be Supplied 
by War Department.

Washington.—Good progress Is be- 


ing made with the work of rebuild- 
ing the National Guard of the coun- 
try. 
Every state lost Its entire Na- 


tional Guard during the war. 
A good 


many military men predicted that a 
National Guard organization would 
never again be formed, but events of 
the last two or three months show 
that those predictions were wild of 
the mark. Congress showed its friend- 
ship for the National Guard idea by 
making adequate financial provision 
for the reorganization of the guard. 


Practically every state governor has 


also taken an interest in restoring the 
organization, and as a result the mil- 
itary division of the war department 
is now able to report that the work 
of forming guard unit-" is making 
good progress in every state. By the 
end of this fiscal year, it is predicted, 
the organisation will be back practi- 
cally where It was when the United 
States entered the war. 


The federal government, under the 


new system expects to retain a firm 
hold on the National Guard, but at 
the snme time the fullest co-operntlon 
of the states Is sought. 
In working 


out the plan, the division of militia af- 
fairs says. It was recognized that the 
preservation of tlie local units must 
be conserved and that the breaking 
up of local organizations, as they were 
broken up in 1017. would probably 
never be tolerated again. For this rea- 
son-the bureau determined that the 
tactical division should be the basis 
of the organization. 


Regular Army Plan Followed. 


Dnder this plan the composition of 


(he units that go to make up the Na- 
tional Guard organization must be the 
same as tbnt prescribed for the regu- 
lar army, subject to such general ex- 
ceptions as may be authorized by tlie 
secretary of war. 
The strength of 


the regular company, in time of peace 
is 100 men, and that is the minimum 
strength the bureau has fixed for the 
National Guard. There has been some 
objection to this from sparsely set- 
tled sections of the country, the ob- 
.lectors saying the minimum strength 
should be fixed at 65 men. 
To meet 


this objection the bureau has sug- 
gested that in places where the 100 
strong company cannot be raised two 
platoons of 50 .men each be organized 
In nearby sections, the two forming a 
single company. 
But this suggestion has not been fa- 


vorably received , and tlie 
prospect 


seems "to be that the secretary of war 
will not change the ruling that every 
company shall have at least 100 mem- 
bers. 


With n view to aiding tlie guard In 


its reconstruction the militia division 
has taken pains to select high grade 
officers, to act as inspector-instructors. 
These instructors are now starting out 
on their rounds of duty. 
They are 


without exception men who saw serv- 
ice In France and the uew National 
Gunrd will get from them the last 
word in military training. 
The fed- 


eral government expecrs to- be able | 
to furnish instructors for every Na- 
tional Gunrd company in the country: 
nud in addition to these Instructors 
there will, of course, be a representa- 
tive of the war department associated 
with the adjutant general's staff in 
each sttif. 


?i> there; is to be close union between 


the federal government and the states 
in building up the new state orgnnizn- 
llon. 
The war department has also 


selected a thousand sergeants from 
the regular army who are to be under 
instructions for three months at the 
infantry school of arms nt Camp Ben- 
nings, Georgia. 
These men. at the 


end of the training course, are to go 
out as serge-ant Instructors for guiml 
units. 
Rumored Changes in Supreme Court. 


The, reconvening of the -Supreme 


court of the United States always re- 
vives talk about possible changes In 
this tribunal. The fall meeting 6f the 
court this year has not proved an ex- 
ception to this rule. Chief Justice Ed- 
ward Douglass White and three of the 
associate justices. Joseph McKennu, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and William It. 
Day, are of retirement nge. The chief 
justice will be seventy-four in Novem- 
ber, Justice McKenrm was seventy-six 
In August, Justice Holmes was sev- 
enty-eight last March and Justice Day 
was seventy last April. 
Each one. 


however, is vigorous, both mentally 
and physically, and uot one of them 
as far as known has expressed any 
thought of quitting work. 


If the four members of the court 


who are In the seventy-year class, or 
any one of them, had a keen desire to

The 
war interfered seriously with the work 
of the court. It did not serve to pre- 
vent litigation being started but it did 
result in the delay of much Important 
litigation in the higher courts of the 
country and particularly 
in the Su- •

i:nu «-as<- pvjiding before tin- Supreme 
court in which the federal frovcrnini'iii 
was lute-rested was postponed until tin- 
restoration of pence. 


Many Antitrust Cases. 


The most Important cases that went 


ovtr as a result of the war were thosf 
dealing with the trusts. Following the 
decision of tin: Supreme court In tlio 
Standard 
Oil nml tobacco cases In 


Stay. 3012, the federal government lost 
a large number of important trust 
cases In the lower courts. Tills accum- 
ulation 
of appeals 
Included 
some 


tr.-elve or fifteen cases at the time the 
United States entered the wur. 


The department of justice has now 


decided to resume activity under the 
Sherman antitrust law. Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer for the department of jus- 
tice has instructed the attorneys un- 
der him to see that the antitrust law- 
Is enforced without fear or favor. The 
Supreme court has set down for hear- 
ing all the trust cases before It on 
appeal except the so-called Quaker 
Oats case. 


The case against the United States 


Steel corporation is the first one on 
the docket. Following It the court will 
take up the case in which the govern- 
ment seeks to have the American Can 
company adjudged a monopoly, and 
following that case the court will hear 
argument in the government's case 
against the Eastman Kodak company. 
Several other cases Involving alleged 
violations of the Sherman antitrust 
law are on tlie docket and will be ar- 
gued iu October or November. 
All 


these cases were tried In the lower 
courts before the United States cen- 
tered the war and had been appealed 
to the Supreme court prior to April, 
1917. 


Much Depends on First Cases. 


The exigencies of war caused the 


government to call a halt iu all prose- 
cutions under the Sherman antitrust 
law. 
At the request of the attorney 


general the Supreme court refrained 
from setting any of the trust cases for 
argument. This period of inactivity 
continued until recently, when the at- 
torney general lot it be known, that he 
would expect the Supreme court to 
proceed with all the cases. .Since tin- 
case against tlie United States Steel 
corporation is the first one that is to 
come up for oral nrgument, it is as- 
sumed it will be the first case decided 
ami that the decision in that case will 
to a considerable extent become the 
guide of the department of justice in 
determining on future prosecutions uti- 
der the Sherman antitrust law. In any 
event, according to the attorneys in 
the department, of justice, the deci- 
sions iu the steel case, in the Ameri- 
can Cau company case and in the East- 
man Kodak company case will certain- 
ly reveal to the government whether 
it can hope to have other corporations 
against which it Is proceeding declared 
monopolies. 


Training for Disabled Fighters. 


The popularity of the federal voca- 


tional education system for disabled 
sodiers is indicated by the number of 
applications fur rehabilitation that are 
being received by the federal vocation- 
al board. 
In round numbers 180,000 


discharged soldiers have already regis- 
tered under the provisions of the act. 
One hundred and thirty thousand of 
the applicants have thus far been sur- 
veyed by educational advisers who 
have recommended that more than 
thirty thousand of the applicants are 
entitled to the training. Between 0,000 
and 10,000 men have actually been put 
iu training since the system was estab- 
lished. 
The discharged soldier, sailor or 


marine who applies for re-educatlou 
under the recently amended rehabilita- 
tion law Is treated throughout by the 
federal board for vocational education 
as a civilian needing advice and as- 
sistance; his choice of an occupation 
is approved unless investigation shows 
ir to be in the end not advisable; he 
is trained to meet the needs of the 
occupation he h:is elected ; he is urged 
to make the most of his opportunity 
to overcome his handicap by Inking 
the best available instruction; lie is 
assisted In securing desirable perma- 
nent employment when his training 
is completed; and he is followed up 
after he goes to work until it Is assur- 
ed that his employment is satisfactory. 


Those Under Section Three. 


The disabled person, who, for at 


least a temporary 
period, has been 


awarded compensation by the bureau 
of war risk Insurance, but whoso (Us- 
ability In the- opinion of the board 
is not such us to make him eligible 
for 
vocational 
rehabilitation 
under 


section two "f the law as amended 
July 11, l'J19. ln:1>' claim the benefits 
available under section three of the 
low. The federal board will pay his 
instruction and th« usual expenses In- 
cidental thereto. It will also render 
every assistance possible in securing 
suitable employment for such persons. 
It cannot, however, under the law, 
provide for the maintenance and sup- 
port of such persons or their de- 
pendents during the course of training. 


Upon the establishment of a man's 


service status in the military or naval 
forces and his eligibility for tmlnlne 
he is assisted by a skilled vocational 
adviser in making a choice of the 
occupation for which he will train. 
This adviser, from his knowledge of 
the requirements and opportunities of 
the various occupations, gives valuable 
counsel to the disabled 
soldier 
or 


sailor as to the occupation and the 
course host sult,cd for him In view 
of his disability 
and 
all the other 


factors that enter into the choice of 
an occupation. 


After the vocational adviser has as- 


sisted the handicapped man to choose 
a suitable occupation, his case, with 
full 
information, is referred 
to the 


office of the district wherein the man 
makes his permanent home. 
Every 


case is there considered individually.

Flu" Is Coming Back This Year, 
Warning of Surgeon General ; 


"Will the 'flu' come back this year?" 
This question, being asked by thousands of Bcierrturaraiia millions of 


laymen, is discussed by Surgeon General Blue of the public\ health service 
in an official bulletin, in which it is said that the plague probably will re- 
appear but not be as severe as last vinter. 
: 


"Probably, but by no means certainly, there will be a recurrence of 


the influenza epidemic this year," says General Blue. 


"Indications are that, should it occur, it will not be as severe as the 


pandemic of the previous winter. City officials, state and city boards of 
health'should be prepared for a recurrence. The fact that a previous 
attack brings immunity in a certain percentage of cases should allay fear 
on the part of those afflicted in last year's epidemic. 


"Influenza is spread by direct and indirect contact. It is not yet cer- 


tain that the germ has been isolated or discovered, and there is yet no 
positive preventive, except the enforcement of rigid rules of sanitation 
and the avoidance of personal contact. 


"We may expect at least local recurrences in the near future, with an 


increase over the normal mortality from pneumonia for perhaps several 
years, and certainly we should be, as far as possible, prepared to meet 
them by previous organization of forces and measures for attempted pre- 
vention, treatment and scientific investigation. 


"There should be no repetition 'of the extensive suffering and distress 


which accompanied last year's pandemic. 
The most promising way is 


'preparedness.' And now is the time to prepare. 


"No mention lias been made of a cure. So far as the most careful 


scientific investigations have been able to determine, none has been dis- 
covered^ and suggested remedies which gave most encouragement are even 
now in their experimental stage. 
' 


"Evidence collected during last winter's pandemic points strongly to 


infected eating and drinking utensils, especially in places where food and 
drink are sold to the public, as being one of the modes of transmission of 
this disease."

Spider Is Credited With 


Being Original Inventor 


of Familiar Diving Bell 


It Is said that the diving bell was 


Invented by the spider; at least, that 
it was usftd by that insect long before 
hydraulic engineers made cue for the 
same purpose. 


The diving bell Is a cup-shaped body, 


with an open end tlmt is let into the 
water. The air is caught in the bell 
and keeps the water from rising be- 
yond a certain level at any specified 
depth, permitting anyone Inside to 
breathe.

The improvement of the diving bell 


known as the caisson is a huge pipe 
which has compartments, into which 
air is pumped from above. The spi- 
der's bell is filled more in this manner 
than in any other.

hit by shells.
